The efforts to improve student reading at all
grade levels continues with excellent
results. Our CSRD grant has helped to lift
our standards to a higher level. The
Accelerated Reader program at all grade
levels K-12 has truly created a culture of
readers in our schools.

The District Steering Committee for
Achievement Standards implementation has
kept the district on pace with the “Road
Map” for implementation and in a few areas
progress beyond the time schedule.
